1. Applicant's arguments, see pages 13-14, filed 08/21/2006, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 51-57 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration of the history of the office action(s), response(s) from Applicants and the 
prior art found, the indicated allowability of claims 1-50 is withdrawn in view of following 
election/restriction requirement. 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-1 1 and 33-37, drawn to a measuring device and measuring 
method for electric motors, classified in class 324, subclass 658. 

II. Claims 12-25 and 38-50, drawn to a measuring device and measuring 
method for electric motors, classified in class 318, subclass 490. 

III. Claims 26-32 and 51-57, drawn to a measuring device and measuring 
method for electric motors, classified in class 318, subclass 490. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I, II and III are directed to related product and method of using. The 
related inventions are distinct if the (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable 
of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or 
effect; (2) the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the 
inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant 
case, the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. For example, second runout 
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measuring device as further claimed of Group I is not require for invention of Group II 
and III, a multiplicity of revolution as further claimed of Group II is not required for Group 
I and III, and voltage induction as further claimed of group III is not require for Group I 
and II. Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping 
subject matter and there is nothing of record to show them to be obvious 
variants. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
